LIFE INSURANCE.

A Case Decided at the Federal Court
Involving Many Nice Points as
to Life Insurance Polloles—
The Commerecial Law
on the Subject. -

Verdict of the Jury in Favor of the
, Plaintiff — The Charge of the
Court—Judge Hammond Giv-
ing the Law In Insur-
ance Cases.

For several days past an interesting life
insurance case has been on trial at the Fed-
eral court before Judge Hammond and a jury.
Yesterday the jury returned a verdict of
£15,175 00, privcipal, interest and costs, in
favor of the plaintiffs, 8. H. Pendleton and
others, and sgainst the defendant, the Knick-
erbocker life insurance company. The case
involving many interesting facts and points
of commercial law of valueto insurance com-

anies and the public, below are given a
Eriel statement of the facts of the case and
the full charge of Judge Hammond:

THE CASE,

On the 14th of July, 1870, Dr. Sam H.
Pendleton, of Mount Auburn, Arkapsas,
took cut a policy of insurance, amounting to
£10,000, in the Knickerbocker life insurance
company, the premium being made payable
by draft o Moses Greenwoond & Co., cotton
factors, New Orleans, In 1871 when the pre-
mwium fell due, Dr. Pendleton gave Greene &
Lucas, agents for the Knickerbocker, a time
draft on Greenwood & Co. for £325, due
ninety days after date, and the balance in a
,-_ighl' draft on the same house, which latter
draft was paid. Greene & Lucas put the time
draft in the Union and Planters baok, to be
sent to their bank =zt New Orleans, with in-
sfructions not to protest. The draft was pre-
sented for aceeptance on the 20th of Septem-
ber, and acceptance refused; no prolest was
made, and no notice was given execpt by let-
ter of Green & Lucas on the 2d of October,
1871. The draft was then sent to New Or-
leans for payment, and there is a dispute as
to whether it was presented October 14th,
when it fell due, being without grace, or in
the last day of grace, three days thereafter.
The draft was not paid, no protest was made,
or notice given except fxy letter of Greene &
Lucas November 20, 1871. The drait con-
tained the statement that it was given for a
premium on a policy “which shall be void if
thia dralt is not paid at maturity,” and the
same condition was also in the policy. The
company elaimed that the policy was for-
feited by reason of non-payment at maturity
of draft, Judge Hammond held in his
charge that it waa governad by commercial
law,

This was not al notice, and the drawer |
was clearly discharged unless the neglect was |
excosed. By this neglect, as well as the
neglect to protest and give legal notice for
non-scceptance, the company precluded it- |
self from relying on o breach of the condi-
tion in the policy. Indeed, the le-
gal result i=  that the draft became
payment in fact, and there was no breach of
the condition unless on the facts of the case
the neglect has been excused. The only le-
sl exouse would be want of funds in the
ands of the drawees at the time of presen-
tation, And this would not excuse if the
drawer of the draft had reasonable ground to
expect that his draft would be accepted and
aid by the drawees. You will therefore
ook to the proof and say whether the draw-
er had funds in the hands of the drawees to
meet this deaft, and if you find he did not,
then von will determine whether there was
reasonable expectation of acceptance of pay-
ment. In determining  this  gwes-
tion you will look to the facts in proof on
both sides and determine whether there was
any contract between Pendleton and Green-
wood & Co. that his drafts should be accepted
and paid, and if yon find there was such o
contract he was entitled to demand and no-
tice. Ii there was no contract but an agree-
ment, and you find that Pendelton was a
plunter, and Greenwood & Couhis factors,
that by the course of dealing between them
they accepted and paid his drafts, ndvanced
him money and dealt with him so asto jus-
tify bim in expecting they wonld necept and

pey without refercpoe to the state
of the account; and if vou find they
paid other drafts and similar ones

to this company without funds these cir-
cumstances would show reasonable grounds
of expectation to entitle him to demnnd and
notice, On the other hand, i you find that
Pendleton had no contract or arrangement
with Greenwood & Co. to accept and pay, and
that their conrsé of dealiog did not jostify
him in drawing without funds, or that by the
contract or course of dealing he was required
to give them notice of draits by letters of ad-
vice, and that no such  letters were sent as to
this draft, he had no ressonable expectation
of aceeptance or payment without funds, and
if you find there was no provision made to
meet this draft the pluigtifis cannot recover.
You will apply these instructions to the
. presentation lor nr'u‘.-r'.:mce. and if you find
there were neither funds, contract or other
arrangement for 3 ressonable expectation of
acceptance, the failure to protest and give no-
tice wonld be exensed. 11 this default was

T'he defense of the company is that the con-
dition for payment has been® violated and
the policy ceased before the death of Pendle-
ton. This ia undoubtedly a guod defense, |
unless the law imposed some obligation on |
the company to perform some duty in |
respect to the draft which it has not |
periormed, and the neglect of which pre-
cludes it from invoking the breach of the |
condition for paymeunt as o defense. Inother |
words, if by its ewn lachos and neglect of the
duty assumed by it as holder of the draft
the failure to pay hasoccurred, or the parties |
have been injured, the company cannot
rely on the breach of this condition as a de-
fense.

If the
company did not have the draft there at the
time of maturity, the condition could not be
performed, and by its fault, and the perform-
ance became impossible; and therefore it
canpot claim a breach.
